New Delhi, the 11th December, 1982 

Subject : Supply of indigenous materials at 
competitive price, against valid import 
licences. 

File No. IPCj4|MISCiJ6|82-83(pt).—A new 
scheme has been introduced for supply of indigen¬ 
ous materials at competitive price against valid 
import licences. 

2. To begin with, the scheme shall apply to the 
■following categories of steel items as are canalised 
for import through Steel Authority of India Ltd., 
Minerals & Metals Trading Corporation Ltd., 
under the import policy for 1982-83 :—- 

(i) Carbon steel hot rolled coilsjstrips ; 

(ii) Carbdn steel CR|CRCA sheets|coils con¬ 

forming to specification IS 513 Grade 
‘O’ of thickness 0.8 mm, 0.63 mm, 
1.00 mm, 1.25 mm and 1.60 mm ; 

(iii) Cold rolled stainless [heat resisting steel 

coils (sheets. 

3. The scheme shall apply to the following cate¬ 
gories of import licences provided they are valid 
for import of the above mentioned items under 
the policy relevant to them :—- 

(i) Import replenishment (REP) licences 

issued on or after the date of this Pub¬ 
lic Notice, against exports, under the 
import policy for Registered Exporters, 
including those with benefit of duty-free 
imports under Appendix 29 of import 
policy. 

(ii) Advance licences issued under Duty Ex¬ 

emption Scheme under Appendix 19 of 
import policy. 

(iii) Imprest licences issued under the import 

policy for Registered Exporters. 

(iv) Additional licences issued to Trading 

Houses. 

(v) REP licences issued on or after the date 

of this Public Notice, and operating 
under para 138 of import policy. 

(vi) Actual user licences covered under para 
32(3), 34(1) & (2), 37(2) and 38 of 
Import & Expprt Policy (Vol. I) for 
1982-83. 

4. Import licences referred to at S. Nos. (ii), 
(iii), and (iv) in para 3 above whether issued dur- 
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ing 1982-83 or earlier will be covered by the 
scheme, provided they are valid for import of the 
items mentioned in para 2 above 

Import licences under S. Nos. (i) and (v) in 
para 3 above will be covered by the scheme, pro¬ 
vided they are valid for import of items mentioned 
in para 2 above, and have been issued on or after 
the date of this Public Notice. 

In the case of Actual User licences referred to 
at (vi) in para 3 above, the scheme will apply 
only to those issued under the impoit policy for 
1982-83 and valid for import of the items men¬ 
tioned in para 2 above. 

5. Import licences covered by this scheme shall 
cease to be valid for direct import of items to 
which the scheme is applicable, except to the ex¬ 
tent of irrevocable letters of credit already open¬ 
ed and established before the date of this Public- 
Notice. The concerned licence-holders requiring 
these items should approach any of the regional 
offices of the Steel Authority of India Ltd. at 
Calcutta, Bombay, Madras or Delhi to obtain 
supplies of the concerned items against their 
valid import licences. 

6. The Steel Authority of India will supply the 
material upto the extent covered by the licence at 
competitive price, which be fixed on a quarterly 
basis for this purpose. The import licence will be 
debited by Steel Authority of India to the extent 
of the quantity and c.i.f. value of the goods supp¬ 
lied. The value charged by Steel Authority of 
India (excluding customs duty) will be treated as 
the c.i.f. value of the goods for the purpose of 
debit to the licence. 


7. While approaching the Steel Authority of 
India, the licence-holder should also indicate the 
time of delivery desired, which should, in any 
case, lie within the validity period of the licence 
or within 60 days of the expiry of the validity 
period of the licence, and not beyond. The im¬ 
port licence should, however, be presented to the 
Steel Authority of India Ltd. within its validity 
period. 

8. If the Steel Authority of India is unable to 
make supplies within the period stipulated by the 
licence-holder as above, it will issue “No Objec¬ 
tion” certificate indicating the descripion of goods 
and their CIF value and quantity (if the licence 
has quantity as the limiting factor), for which it 
has not been able to make supplies. The licensing 
authority will endorse the licence making it valid 
for direct import to that extent. 

9. Import licences against which supplies are 
chained under this scheme will continue to be 
subject to all the other conditions imposed on or 
applicable to them. ,

10. The Steel Authority of India Ltd., will an¬ 
nounce the prices and other procedures from time 
to time for the guidance of importers.
